NEW BENEFITS ~—_. 


Effective July 1, 1968 


In keeping with its pfactice through the years of increasing benefits wherever possible, the Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission announces new benefits for hospital out-patient services and essential ambulance services effective on July 1, 
‘1968. These benefits are now available to all residents covered by Ontario Hospital Insurance for whom such out-patient 
or ambulance services are medically necessary. sei foe 


New Out-Patient Benefits 


In addition to out-patient hospital services already covered (emergency care; follow-up treatment of fractures; radio- 
therapy; physiotherapy ; occupational therapy and speech therapy) the plan now provides further benefits for the use of 
hospital facilities in out-patient treatment prescribed by a physician. This means that. many hospital visits not previously 
insured, such as use of operating room for minor surgical procedures and the use of hospital facilities in the treatment of 
medical conditions, will now be covered by Ontario Hospital Insurance. 

, X-ray examinations and laboratory tests listed as benefits under the Ontario Medical Services Insurance Plan 
(OMSIP) will not be included in the new hospital insurance benefits. However, these diagnostic services will continue 
to be covered in connection with emergency out-patient sérvices within twenty-four hours of an accident or- when part of 
hospital out-patient service to complete treatment of a fracture. 


The new benefits will NOT cover any charges made by doctors or dentists for professional services rendered at the 
hospital; the use of hospital facilities for regular injections of drugs, or dental care normally provided in a dentist’s office. 


Essential Ambulance Service 


Ontario Hospital Insurance will now cover, also, the major part of ambulance charges when an ambulance is necessary 
to take a patient to or from a hospital. The use of an ambulance must be considered necessary by a licensed medical doctor. 
a central ambulance dispatching service, a designated hospital official or another person authorized by the C ommission. 
In the case of a road accident, a police officer may authorize the use of an ambulance. The ambulance must be supplied 
by a recognized ambulance service operator (municipal, hospital, and approved private and volunteer ambulance 
services). 


® Cost to Insured Resident, The amount payable by the patient for an authorized ambulance trip of 25 miles or less will be 
limited to $5.00. For longer trips on land there will be an additional charge of 15 cents for each mile over 25 miles, but 
90 more than $25.00 will be payable by the patient for any land trip. Where use of an air ambulance is specially authorized 
by the Director of/Emergency Health Service of the Ontario Hospital Services Commission or a person designated by 
him, the patient will not have to pay more than $100.00, including the cost of any connecting land ambulance service.

The Ontario Hospital Services: Commission will NOT be responsible for operating or dispatching ambulances. This will 
continue to be the responsibility of the ambulance operators which, in some cases, will be public hospitals. 


The new out-patient benefits are designed to close the gap in:protection between insured hospital services and those : 
services which are benefits of OMSIP and other comprehensive medical plans. 

The ambulance benefit will not only ease the financial problem for the patient but will assist in the development of 
a well-organized ambulance service throughout the province

Canadian National Railway offi- 
cials are still investigating the cause 
of the Corbyville train wreck.

FIRE - NATURE’S BROOM. 


| 
The near ultimate was attained last | 
week when District staff conducted a 
Controlled Burn of 35 acres of heavy 
Balsam, Spruce and Pine. slash in’ 


Abinger Township. For many of us | 


this was a new experience and the 
combination of very heavy slash con- 
ditions and seattered patches of 
standing timber throughout the burn 
caused some concern among the less 
courageous. Our aim was two-fold: 
hazard reduction and site preparation 
for tree planting; secretly, I believe 
the primary aim for some of us was 
to confine the burn to 35 acres. | 

Many factors were in our favour: 
light, sandy soil, a logging road and 
creek adjacent to.the burn, @ ravine 
and swamp dividing the area in two 
blocks and providing some protection 
to surrounding slash areas, stocked 
pulpwood and young growth timber. 

Manpower was not a problem. Two 
fire units were borrowed from Tweed 
Division, in addition to three 
crews from the Dacre Division, 
water supplies were adequaté for 
power pump operation and a bull- 
dozer was used to construct fire lines” 
where required. 

Weather conditions on the day of 
burning were excellent: drought index 
5: burning index 7; relative humidity 
varied from seventy-five per cent 
when burning commenced, 0735 to 


' thirty-seven per cent at 1255; winds 


were variable .but light throughout 
the burning period. The area. was di- 
vided into four blocks, numbered in 
order of firing’ and the desired re- 
sults were achieved in all blocks: On 
Block four, the fire travelled very 
quickly and did not consume as much 
of the heavier fuels. ; 

Aside fom our original aim this, 
burn provided an excellent training | 
exercise for our fire unit crews, for | 
many. it was their baptism in dense | 
smoke and intense heat, and also in- | 
dicated areas where further training | 
was required in fire fighting, tech- 
niques.

Calgary, Alta.—The hi 
structure of its kind in North 
‘America—the 62-story Husky 
Tower—has been added to fam- 
ous western attractions for 
visitors. 

The view of the Canadian 
Rockies is spectacular from the 
revolving restaurant and obser- 
_vation terrace at the top of the 
Tower. The restaurant, seating 
210, revolves completely once 
each hour. 

The 626-foot concrete and 
steel reinforced structure looms 
over Calgary, western Canada 
metropolis nestled on the prai- 
ries just east of the Rockies. 

Husky ‘Tower joins such 
other popular attractions as 
nearby Banff National Park, 
Lake Louise and Jasper Na- 
tional Park. 

The $3'4-million Tower ia 
named for the Husky Oil Com- 
pany which produces, refines 
and markets gasoline and other 
products in the western prairie 
and mountain sections of the 
United States and Canada. 

Some 3,000 cubic feet of con- 
crete were used for the new six- 
million-pound Calgary land- 
mark. It is 9414 feet across the 
eight-foot thick base upon 
which the Tower rests 20 feet 
below ground level. The diam-

uses ihcompatible with agriculture 
are banned. No lots less than 20 acres 
will be allowed, so that new sub divi- 
sions cannot occur. 

Tax protection will also be given to 
the farmers. Under the California 
Land Conservation Act of 1965, land 
owners who sign ten year contracts 
promising to keep their land in agris 
culture will receive tax breaks. This 
does not mean that taxes will be less 
than the worth of the land; it means 
that farm land will be assessed ac- 
cording’ to its agricultural value, not 
on the basis of what the land would 
bring if it were sold to a builder to 
cut up into house lots. 

The battle to establish these regula- 
tions was a fierce one. Some land 
owners cried “Creeping socialism”. 
But significantly, most of the large 
vineyard operators supported the new 
ideas. A court fight is expected now 
that the agricultural preserve has 
been established, and the results. will 
he watched with interest. For, if the 
‘agricultural preserve clears ‘this final 
hurdle in the courts, it will set an ex- 
ample which other regions may want 
to follow. 

One of the beauty spots of Ontario 
is the Niagara. Penninsula, with its 
orchards and vineyards, But ‘fruit 
growing in this area will disappear 
by 1980 if present trends continue”, 
according to the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Enquiry Report — which was 
commissioned by the Government of 
Ontario. 

The Niagara “fruit-belt” is an area 
where the concept of an “agricultural 
preserve” might be valuable. 

If farms could be taxed as farms, 
not as potential industrial and house 
sites, they would be much more likely ; 
to remain farms, according .tq the 
Federation of ‘Ontario Naturalists. | 
Farmers can’t really afford to pay | 
house lot taxes. Ontario can’t really | 
afford to lose these irreplaceable agri- | 
cultural lands.

SAPPORO, Japan — Within 
a couple of years bauxite and 
nickel ore mined in Australia 
will be processed by factories 
in Hokkaido, the northernmost 
island of Japan. 

The aluminium plant, in par- 
ticular, will be a vast project, 
costing an estimated $250 mil- 


~~. lion to establish. 


~~ ‘Hokkaido has been chosen as 


the site for these enterprises 
largely because, compared with 
the other islands of Japan, it 
has plenty of open space and 
free from smog and other in- 
dustrial nuisances. 

In short, it has the desirable 


qualities that could be claimed . 


by almost every area of Aus- 
‘tralia. 4S 

Hokkaido occupies about a 
fifth of Japan’s total area, but 
its population is only a little 
over five million. : 

The population has advanced 


‘by only about 500,000 in the 


> 


areata 


last decade,. and natural in- 
crease accounts for virtually 
all of it. Hokkaido officials 
frankly admit that more people 
leave the island than come to 
settle in it, and that most of 
the new settlers arrive only 
because they are sent. by their 
employing companies or gov- 
ernment departments. 

It is only an hour by jet 
from Sapporo, Hokkaido’s love- 
ly capital, to Tokyo but that is 
far enough for young Hokkai- 
do-Jin to feel left out of the 
feverish action of modern Ja- 
pan. : 

It is the cold that makes 
Japanese steer clear of Hokkai- 
do, Snow enfolds the island for 
almost half the year. - 

The prolonged droughts that 
plague eattlemen in Northern 
Australia have their equivalent 
‘tt the wicked winters that de- 
scend on Hokkaido every few 
years, wiping out farmers and, 
as recently as 10 years ago, 
producing conditions of near- 
famine on-the island. 

As in Australia, enthusiasm 
for settling and developing the 
jiorth, ebbs and flows. There 
has been an ebb-tide for the 
last few years, partly as ~ “e- 


ad winter of a

Australians. 

The Hokkaido Development 
Agency is a full-fledged gov- 
ernment ministry, created in 
1950. The minister in charge 
is usually a man of considera- 
ble consequence in his party, 
often a youngish man on the 
rise. 

More than nine percent of 
Japan's public works budget is 
spent in Hokkaido, although it 
contains only five percent of 
the population. 

The government is extreme- 
ly .co-operative about improv- 
ing harbor and road facilities 
to assist big commercial under- 
takings such as the Japan light 
metal company's projected alu- 
minium plant. 

Hokkaido’s successful cam- 
paign to become the site for 
the 1972 Winter Olympics 
was master-minded by the na- 
tional government, and is giv- 
ing impetus to a huge program 
of road construction that will 
bring lasting benefit to the is- 
land. 

Advice has been sought in 
Canada and Scandinavia on 
suitable building designs and 
the steep-roofed, solid houses 
of Hokkaido are completely 
un-Japanese in appearance. 

Seeing them, one is remind- 
ed how little progress Austral- 
ians have made toward devel- 
oping an architectural style 
suited to their northern cli- 
mate.

We aren't spooked when we 
think of mental power or phys- 
ical power or spiritual power, 
The word merely denotes 


But in the way it is used so 

' often these days, it has more 

sinister connotations... It has 

undertones of hatred and 

senseless rebellion. It suggests 

smashing somebody: or some- 
thing. 

We have been carefully ac- 
climatized. We have accepted, 
because Of timidity ur indiffer- 
ence, the ideas of air power 
and union power and political 
power and lobby powcr. 

And now we have Black 
Power and Student Power, 
both of them with built-in pro- 
-yocations to violence and bru- 
tality. The only one that seems 
fairly harmless is Flower Pow- 

. er, but even this is associated 
with drugs, sexual promiscuity 
and anarchy. 

It’s fairly obvious that I 
can't turn this vernicious tide 
of power by writing a column 
about it. But all you readers 
might remember once in a 
while that every new power 
group chisels away at your per- 

‘ sonal freedom as an individual, 
and also at the ideals of peace 
and brotherhood for the world. 

Now, after that little  ser- 
mon, I'm going to reverse my 
stand and come out strong for 
another power group. It’s not a 
new one, but it’s so feeble that 
it needs artificial respiration 
and intravenous feeding. I'm 
talking about Parent Power. 

This used to be one of the 
biggest power groups in soci- 
ety, as we old equares well 
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recall. Your parents told you 
to do som@thing, and in most 
cases you did it. If you didn't, 
you suffered the consequences.

and loved my parents deeply. 

Today, Parent Power is on 
the verge of extinction, unless 
we can figure out something 
new in a hurry, 


Oh, we still’: have a certain 


authority when they're little. 
After all, a six-year-old proba- 
bly won't threaten to run away 
and become a hippy if he gets 
a smack on the bum. But don't 


count on it. k 


The kids have ws on the run, 
and they know it. Threaten, a 
teenager even with something 
as harmless as cutting the al- 
lowance or non-use of the car, 
and you get a threat right back 
that he (or she) will leave 
home. We don’t want them to, 


and ruin their lives. So we 
knuckle under. 
Kids have been running 


away from home for centuries, 
but they usually ran off to sea 
or off to the city to get a job.

“Through the ages snakes have been | 
feared, misunderstood and often pers | 
secuted. Some people believe all snak- | 
es are venomous; others consider them | 
useless creatures; while still others | 
dislike them for no other reason than | 
“s\mply because they are snakes”. 

Fortunately, in ,recent years, this 
attitude is changing. People are be-' 
ginning to realize that these reptiles | 
play an important part in nature by | 
consuming great numbers of insect | 
and rodent pests. R ed 

In Ontario there is only one snake 
which poses any danger to man — the 
little Massasauga Rattlesnake. Iteds | 
found chiefly along the shores of | 
Georgian Bay to about twenty miles | 
inland, on some of the islands in the | 
bay and on Bruce Penninsula. | 

This rattler is a “mild-mannered”, | 
rather sluggish little shake, which | 
normally prefers retreat to attack | 
and tries to avoid encounters with | 
humans, if possible. The greatest 
danger is in accidentally stepping on 
a Massasauga, as they blend so well 
with their surroundings. 

The Massasauga is a small, stout- 
bodied snake, which seldom attains 
a length of more than two and a half 
feet, although three-footers have been 
found. The head is broad and distinct | 
from the neck,-the snout is blunt, and | 
like’all rattlers, the Massasauga also’ 
has the facial pits and “cat-like” eye 
pupils. 

To provide accurate information on 
the Massasauga Rattlesnake, the Fe- 
deration of Ontario Naturalists pub- 
lished a booklet on this fascinating 
reptile. It was authoritatively writ- 
ten by Miss Barbara Froom of the 
Ontario Department of Lands and 
Forests. ' 

There are twelve sections in the 
booklet, dealing with topics such as 
range in Ontario, precautions when in 
rattlesnake country, first aid and 
some snakes sometimes mistaken for 
rattlers. 

“The venom of the Massasauga is 
highly toxic”, writes Miss Froom, 
“but the qauntity is small and the 


“| snake's fangs are short. With prompt 


treatment no one need die from the 
bite of a Massasauga rattler’.

MLA’S GET 
PENSIONS EARLIER 


Members of the Ontario legislature 
will become eligible for contributory 
pension. payments after five. years’ 
service instead of the previous 10, 
under amendments to the Retirement 
Allowances Act introduced Monday. 

Members contribute six per cent of 
their $8,000 annual’ indemnity and ca- 
binet ministers, six per cent of their 
$12,000 annual salary to the retire- 
ment plan. 

If they retire at age 55 with five 
years’ service in the legislature, they 
can collect an annual allowance of 
75 per cent of their contributions, 
but not more than their annual in- 
demnity or one-half a cabinet minis- 
ter's salary. 

Retirement allowances cannot be 
collected while a person is still a 
member of the legislature, the House 
of Commons or Senate, or is employed

The Ontario Safety League quotes 
this from a recent address in Detar? | 
by Dr. Walter A. Cutter, Center for

‘We are now in a period when the 
number of vehicles and the number of 
drivers has increased; and we're. in 
a social period when there seems to 
be an increasing trend towards in- 
tolerance of restraint and lack of in- 
dividual self-discipline. These are bad 
'things to be coincidental”. - | 

Accelerator, brakes, and horns are 
used in good driving. In bad driving 
they are usually jover-used. Expert 
‘driving is smooth, controlled and in- 
| conspicuous, says the Ontario Safety 
League. 

Vacationers who drive with their 
cars loaded down with extra passen- 
gers, and luggege, are asked by the 
Ontario Safety League to remember 
these points: eae 

* You have less acceleration, and 
it will take longer to pass traffic 
ahead. 

* The extra weight reduces braking 
efficiency and it will take longer to 
stop in an emergency. So keep fur- 
ther back from the car ahead. 

* With the rear weighed down, 
your car's headlights will be pitched 
higher. Your low beam setting may 
dazzle other traffic lke normal high 
beams. 

* To help take the extra strain, 
your tires need to be given a few 
pounds extra pressure. | 

Here's a thought from the Ontario 
Safety League: Don't try to outdis- | 
tance, oyt-manoeuvre, out-bluff or} 
out-brag other drivers -- try to out’ 
live them.

achieved h in Mexico. In 
regard to the preparation and 
the effective work that will be 
carried out by the judges in 
this country, it will be on a 
level equal to that of the 
judges at Rome and Tokyo. 1 
have. had the pleasure. of talk- 
fing with many of the partici- 
pating athletes; they are happy 
swith the installations and the 
opportunity they have had to 
see the competition sites and

We are 
confident that. the Organizing 
Committee of the Games of the 
1968 Olympiad will stage the 
best Games, that have ever 
been held,/ and the United 
States will feel honored to par- 
ticipate.” 

Dick Bank, world authority 
of Track adn Field — “You 
ean be sure that the Olympics 
will be carried out in fine 
style. You can also be sure that 
he Organizing Committee will 
avoid deficiencies and conse- 
quent problems.” 

Mr. Minoru Sase, corre: 
spondent of the “Hochi Paper” 
of. Tokyo — “Mexico will sur- 
pass Tokyo in the org’ nization | 
of the Games.”

‘CHURCH UNION 

Action, not talk, is necessary to ex- 
|pedite the union of the Anglican 
iChurch of Canada and the United 
|Church of Canada. This view is ex- 
pressed strongly by Rev. Canon R. R. 
jLatimer who shortly will leave the 
|general secretaryship of the Angli- 
can Church for a full-time post as 
one of the two executive commission- 
ers on the joint commission on church 
junion, : 

“There are many problems and ob- 
| stacles confronting the two churches 
iwhose 150 representatives are work- 
ing on plans for organic union follow- 
j|ing the adoption of principles of union 
jalready adopted by the: legislative’ 
| podies of the two churches”, said Ca- ; 
'non Latimer in an‘interview } 
| “Some of the hurdles to be over- 

jcome are of the churches own. mak- 

ing. They include inertia, self-inter- 

est and defence of vested interests, 

lack of courage, faith and imagina- 

tion, and fear of change or reluctance 

to change”. 

He-is critical of the disparity be- 
tween the churches’ professions of 
loyalty to the union ideal, coupled 
with their prayers for Christian unity 
and their actions. Naive hopes that 
unity canbe achieved by more talk- 
ing must be abandoned, he said. Dif- 
ficulties should test their obedience, 
but not stop progress. 

After a year’s work the general 
commission has reported growing 
co-operation and unity in fields of 
church work such as Christian and 
Missionary education, communica- 
tions, stewardship and finance, pro- 
gram creation and so on. But, as ex- 
pected, the nature of the ministry and 
the validity of orders involving the 
thorny problem of intercommunion is 
proving a tough nut to crack. 

The genera! commission has pro- 
posed for. the consideration of the 
two churches a measure of intercom- 
munion, pending the attainment of 
ganic union, 30 that members of the 
two churches may grow in mutual 
appreciation of the full significance 
of eucharistic practice. Such a step 
would go a long way towards the mu- 
tual acceptance of each other’s minis- | 
try and would probably gain wide 
acceptance in the United Church. 

However, the bishops of the Angli-

sider its mind on the matter. 

Canon Latimer believes that the 
movement toward unity will hang fire 
unless the churches are involved at 
the grass roots in discussions on con- 
crete proposals which can lead to 
organic union. 

I am convinced that we must 
abandon the old idea that it takes 
too long to explain to the people all 
the details and steps being taken”, 
he said. “If the unity we seek is the 
unity of persons, then its manifesta- 
tions must be where Christians meet 
as persons ——~ the local congregations. 
We must keep them informed in 4 
way they can understand so that they 
will be involved responsibly in the ul- 
timate decisions’’. Se 

The proposed union, together with 
other suggested mergers involving 
churches of the world-wide Anglican 
Communion, will be studied late this 
month when some 500 Anglican bish- 
ops attend the non-legislative Lam- 
beth Conference in London, called by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. Views 
expressed there may be expected to 
weigh heavily with Canadian bishops 
who will be called upon to consider 
the question of reciprocal intercom- 
munion and other important issues in 
the fall. 

In any case, leaders are stressing 
ithe urgency for church involvement 
at all levels so that a consensus on 
union can be presented to the General 
Synod of the Anglican Church of 
Canada for action at its 1969 sessions. 

The general commission on union 
is composed of 20 members from the 
United Churéh and a similar number 
of Anglicans\with Canon Latimer and 
Rev. Robert B. Craig of Peterborough 
Ontario, as executive commissioners. 
Five special commissions deling with 
doctrinal, constitutional, liturgical | 
and legal matters and the church and 
ithe world have at total of more than 
100 members equally divided between

In Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, municipal organi- 
zations have passed resolutions urg- 
ing government action to ban the 
non-returnable bottles because of ani 
increase in the amount of litter =

The bottles were introduced in! 
Canada three years ago and most | 
major soft drink companies now sell | 
their products partially in disposable | 
glass containers. | 

For the second consecutive year, | 
the Association of/” ntario Mayors 
and Reeves has said that the use of 
the non - returnable bottles invites 
their destruction on sidewalks, lanes | 
and streets. | 

The association plans to meet pro- | 
vincial authorities in September to | 
repeat its previous request for 4 pro- | 
hibitions of the sale of disposable | 
bottles containing softdrinks and beer. |

At the annual meeting of the Wes- 
tern Union of Municipalities -- repre- 
senting municipal organizations from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
held May ist in Regina, the dis- | 
posable bottles came under fire. 

The meeting passed a resolution 
recommending that non-returnable, 
bottles be banned or that a five-cent| 
refund be paid on glass beverage 
bottles. 

The union said it was concerned 
over litter on highways, farmer’s| 
fields and resort areas.

DRUGGISTS SHIFTING 
FROM BRAND NAMES 
TO ‘GENERICS’ 


More retail. pharmacists are filling 
“gpen'"’ prescriptions with a generic 
manufacturer's product rather than a 
brand name, according to the 5th an- 
nual survey of prescriptions conduct- 
ed by Drug Merchandising. 

(“Open” means that the prescrib- 
ing doctor in effect gives the pharma- 
cist the choice of selecting drugs 
either by chemical name or by brand 
name, the former. being more. often 
cheaper.) . 

Over the years, according to .Drug 
Merchandising, there has been a gra- 
dual swing to using more generic pro- 


duets. But the. current survey shows 
for the first time that the trend has 
| actually been reversed, with 49 per 
‘cent of the pharmacists surveyed 
using generics, and only 43 per cent 
using brand name products. The other 
7 per cent will use either, depending 
upon the drug prescribed. 

The survey also shows that the 
average price of a prescription is now 
$3.62, up from $3.49 reported in last 
year’s survey.

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\DECEPTIVE PACKAGES 
|MINISTER’S TARGETS 


High drug prices, deceptive retail | 
|packaging and false advertising are | 
|among the first targets to be attack- 
ed by the department of consumer 
|affairs. Ron Basford, its new minis- | 
|ter, said Sunday. 

He said in an interview that he has 
scheduled a heavy load of legislative 
reform for his department. 

First priority will be revival of 
legislation affecting drug prices. The 
proposed bill would allow imports of 
drugs and drug components to facili- 
tate competitive pricing with Cana- 
dian manufacturers. 

The bill was held up during the last 
session because amendments appeared 
necessary. Mr. Basford said the bill 
will be reintroduced soon after the 
next session begins in September. 

“J¢ Canadian manufacturers’ prices 
are too high, other producers can get 
a licence to import components”, he 
said. “This will increase competition 
and keep prices down’ at the manu- 
facturing level.” 

He said his department will also 
bring in a bill to standardize retail 
packaging. 

He said regulation of packaging | 
will inject more -honesty into retail 
selling and purchasing. These moves 
may be bolstered by strengthening a 
Criminal Code provision that prohibits 
fraudulent or deceptive advertising. 

He said he also is contemplating 
legislation to modernize the federal
